MARRIED ONLY TO DIE. 


Young Couple ‘Killed on Their Way 


10 SAVE iS BOY, 


WILLIAM KOERNER’S DAY AND 
NIGHT QUEST FOR HIDDEN 
WEALTH. 


TO GET HIS SON OUT OF PRISON. 


Efforts Made to Obtain a Reversal of 
the Sentence Passed Upon the 
Artist Who Killed Rosie Redpath. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—One the slope 
of a Pennsylvania hill side stands these 
days a man with a weary face. nervous, 


and intent upon the labor of workmen in 
a hollow below. Above him towers a gaunt 
pyramid of timbers and steel, where a 
heavy drill bores through earth and rock 
for hidden wealth upon which depends a 
human life 

This man is William Koerner, father of 
Willlam J. Koerner, an artist, who shot 
and killed Rosie Redpath in a jealous rage 
in New York, and now is in Sing Sing 
prison serving a life sentence. 

While there is life there is hope. Koerner 
Still hopes. The law allows one year in 
which to appeal. To make this appeal will 
cost $1000, If not successful it means that 


the boy artist will die, for already ‘he 
prison has set the death mark upon him. 


Hiis father in the two trials spent every 
penny he had saved. After the trial he 
came back to Pennsylvania broken-heart- 


ed. After wandering here and there he set- 
tled down in Enon, in the middle of the oll 
fields. He got enough money to start a 
drill, and alread sees hope. 

With feverish haste the old man put up 
the drill frame, hired his men and set the 
tools boring down through the hillside. 
Foot by foot the steel bit into the hard 
rock, and with each new foot the old man’s 
hopes bounded. At 450 feet the drill struck 
oil and gas. The old man’s heart burned 
with elation. But there came a sudden end 
to his joy. The steel probe etuck in the 
rock, and all the force of steam could not 
move it for days. 

Once again the drill has started, and new 
hope has come to the Koerners. The old 
man says he knows that oil and gas lie 
decp down in the rock, for the drill has told 
this already. But how far down?- He telix 
his friends that he will bore for 1500 feet 


before giving up. ; 
So hour by hour William Koerner stands 
out in the snow and rain, his eyes fixed 


upon the ao drill, his sight aching for 
the first gush of oll that may mean the 
life of oh, beloved boy. -

TRIAL OF A BRANCH OF THE 
JUDGE PEABODY-JEFF 
STORTS FEUD. 


FRIENDS OF STORTS 
WERE DEFENDANTS. 


The Little Judge and His Tall Enemy 
Were Asked if They Were Armed 
Before the Reinecke and 
Murderlock Trial Began.

A branch of 
Storts case was tried in the 
Police Court Tuesday. 

The defendants were 
lock and Julius Reinecke. They are charged 
with having disturbed the peace of Judge 
Thomas H. Peabody of the First District 
Police Court. It was alleged that on 
Dec. 13 these defendants called at Judge 
Peabody’s home in the interest of Jeff 
Storts and several women in whom Storts 
is interested and because the Judge re- 
fused to accept bonds for the women, 
cursed and reviled him in a manner that 
disturbed his peace and the quiet of the 
community. 

Storts entered the courtroom at exactly 
11 o’clock, the hour set for the trial. He 
was sober, and was accompanied by Perci- 
val Adams, his attorney, and his brother, 
Brock Storts, also an attorney. The Shan- 
non County barrister was in good humor, 
and he spoke pleasantly to all the court 
attendants. It was 11 o’clock when Judge 
Peabody arrived. He was nervous and his 
face was pale. 

Judge Stevenson called the Storts brothers 
and Judge Peabody before the bench, 

“Gentlemen,” said Judge Stevenson, ‘“‘be- 
fore we begin the trial of this case, I want 
to ask you if you are armed. Have you 
a ‘weapon, Mr. Storts?’’ 

“Your honor,”’ replied the barrister from 
Shannon ¢ County, “whenever I enter a court 
of justice ¥ always leave my weapons be- 


hind me. 
“Do you assure me, Mr, Storts, that you 


are — armed?"

“Judge Peabody, are you armed?”’ 

“I am, your honor. Both you and I have 
the right to carry firearms because of the 
police positions ve occupy. Then if 1 were 
not allowed the privilege for this reason, 
I would have it under the general statutes.

“Well, Judge Peabody, you will have to 
give over your weapon while you are in 
this court,”’ said Judge Stevenson. 

Judge Peabody fished out a big pistol 
from his hip pocket and handed it over to 
Marshal Weinell, 

Judge Stevenson then turned to Brock 
Storts and asked if he were armed. 

“Search me,” said Brock 

“I never carried a postol in my life.”’ 

“Proceed with the case,’’ said Judge Ste- 
venson. 

Jeff Storts wanted the information amend- 
ed. He said that the information alleged tnat 
it wasthe peace of Judge Thos. H. l’eabody 
that had been disturbed, Storts said Pea- 
body was a police justice and the term 
‘“Judge"’’ might create confusion. The court 
did not agree with Storts. 

While City Attorney Dodge and Percival 
Adams were selecting the jury Judge Pea- 
body paced nervously back and _ forth. 
Storts sat quiely by and ever and anon his 
eyes would w: inder to a calendar that hung 
witness chair.

H. Alexander, President of the Dallas Con- 
solidated Electric Street Railway Co., and 
Lewis Wood, the company’s attorney. Er- 
win walked briskly up to the party, and, 
with an oath, said to Randle: 

“I've got you now,” and began shooting. 
Randle also drew a fine 45-caliber pistol, 
but did not have time to use it. Erwin 
fired five shots itn rapid succession. One 
bullet passed through Randle’e right eye 
and lodged in the brain. Another entered 
under the left ear at the point of the jaw, 
breaking Randle’s neck. A third plowed 
a furrow through the the top of 
the head. The fourth in the left 
breast, and the fifth shattered the right 
arm from the wrist to the elbow. 

Col. Randle was dead before his body 
Struck the pavement. Either the bullet in 
the eye or the one in the neck would have 
caused death. 

Erwin fired his ehots at Randle between 
the heads of Alexander and Wood. One 
of Alexander's eyebrows and one of Wood's 
¢éars were powder burned. 

As soon as he finished shooting Erwin 
stepped back to a police officer and surren- 
dered. He was taken to the county jail. 

Erwin was convicted of forgery several 
years ago and served two years in the 
penitentiary.

MANILA, Nov. 12, via San Francisco, 
Dec. 19.—Aguinaldo’s official organ, the Re- 
publica Filippina, announces that its Paris 
correspondent, presumably Agoncillo, says 
that the Philippine group has been ceded 
to the United States, which “will grant 
independence of the Filipinos after a time, 
which to be fixed by protocol, and will 
not be less than six years, if the Filipinos 
show that they have a satisfactory faculty 
of governing themselves.’’ 

Aguinaldo has seen fit to remove his em- 
bargo upon Americans and hasissued an 
order granting the right to travel through 
the territory at present held by the revo-

Defense in the Dreyfus Case Will Not 


Be Allowed to See the Documents 
That Are in Evidence, 


PARIS, Dec. 2.—According to certain 
newspaper statements the French Court of 
Cassation has demanded the secret dossier 
in the Dreyfus case undertaking not to 
publish its contents, to maintain secrecy 


and to keep the ducuments from the de- 
fense. 

The Minister of War yesterday plainly 
stated in the Chamber of Deputies that he 
had not yet communicated the dossier to 
the court, and that he could not do so, 
as they affected the security of the nation. 

Subsequently the Premier qualified this 
declaration on the part of his colleague by 
intimating that these documents would 
only be communicated to the Court of Cas- 
sation if the government could be assured 
that these documents would not be shown 
to the defense. 

On Ex-Premier Brisson declaring that 
there was no document in the Dreyfus dos- 
sier that could affect the security of the 
State, M. Cavaignac, the Minister of War 
in the Brisson cabinet, explained that while 
he had shown his chief, Prime Ministey, 
Brisson, some of the documents, he had 
withheld those most important and most se- 
cret, 

If the documents in quest:on are not 
shown to the Court of Cassation a cloud 
will always remain over the reputation of 
Dreyfus, even if acquitted.

FILIPINOS, TOO, ARE CRUEL. 


Many Stories of Indignities Imposed 
on Prisoners Are Circulated. 

MANILA, Nov. 18, via San Francisco, 
Dec. ®.—The claims so strenuously made by 
the natives that they are a highly civilized 
race are not borne out by the statements of 
Spanish refugees from the north, who have 
just reached here. They say that after the 


Surrender of the town of Aparri the insur- 
gents formed a parade, the central] feature 
of which was a Spanish lieutenant, who 
was carried along the streets suspended 
from a bamboo pole, to which his hands and 
feet were tied, just as hogs are carried 
here by coolies. On arrival at the plaza the 
procession halted, the pole was placed upon 
two forked sticks and a squad of rebels 
proceeded to terrorize their helpless victim 
by shooting as close to his head as was 
possible without wounding him. When the 
unfortunate young man was unconscious 
from terror the procession moved on again, 

Another story is told of a Spanish offficer 
being confined in a cell with ‘his hands 
tled behind his back and compelled to eat 
the portions of food allotted to him from 
the floor of his cell, like a dog. Not satis- 
fied with this, his captors are said to have 
hooked a rope to his swolen wri and 
through a pulley overhead hauled off 
his feet until he fainted.

Manager Levering Has Been Directed 
to Report for Duty in New York— 
Pat Short in Control. 


The final documents transferring the con- 
trol of the Century Theater from Hayman 
& Davis to Charles A. Spalding“were signed 
Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Will J. Davis came from Chicago 
for the purpose. He sfgned for Mr. Hay- 
man and himself. Mr. Pat Short signed 
for Mr. Spalding. The signature of the 
third party to the agreement—the Tri-State 
Amusement Company—was affixeddin Chica- 
gO Saturday night, Manager mes Jay 
Brady witnessing the signature, 

The fact that the transfer had been agreed 
on was published by the Post-Dispatch 
several weeks ago, together with reasons 
for it. The information given by the Post- 
Dispatch is confirmed by a statement made 
by Mr. Davis. After Jan. 1, both the Olym- 
pic and the Century Theaters will be man- 
aged hy Mr. Short, for Mr. Spalding. There 
will be no change in the staff of the Cen- 
tury, except that Mr. Levering will leave 
the house. He might have remained, but 
Frohman & Hayman, for whom he has 
worked many years, instructed him to come 
to New York as soon as the transfer of 
the Century was made. No one will be ap- 
pointed to succeed him. Mr. Short will 
maintain his headquarters at the Olympic, 
but he will pass portion of his time at 
the Century. 

Hayman & Davis were not lessees of the 
Century. They were merely managers un- 
der an agreement with the Tri-State Com- 
pany, which holds the lease. They were to 
get a certain per cent of the profits. The 
business was not large enough to make their 
share of the profits sufficient to justify 
them in continuing the management, and 
negtiations werc opened with Mr. Spalding. 
The subject had been under consideration 
since last summer, but nothing was done 
until about two weeks ago, when Mr. Hay- 
man and Mr. Spalding got together in New 
York and came to an agreement. 

Mr. Davis was frank enough to say he 
had been rather disappointed in the results 
in St. Louis, because he ‘‘did not think 
it possible that a city of three-quarters of 
a million inhabdtants would not evince suf- 
ficient interest in the higher formas of the 
drama and the most expensive of attrac- 
tions te confer a paying patronage for a 
longer period than one week.

Breaking of a Noose Saved His Life, 
Now He Is Free. 

JACKSON, Mise., Dec. 20.—Pardon was 
yesterday granted by Gov. McLaurin to 
Will Purvis, whose sentence to life im- 
prisonment five years ago followed his mar- 
velous escape from death by hanging, after 
he had been sentenced to dite, and one at- 
tempt at his execution had been made by 
the Sheriff.

mR “WELLINGTON ADAMS. 


The Electrician Succumbed to an At- 
tack of Pncumonia. 


Dr. Wellington Adams is dead. 

He met his last defeat Monday at his 
home, 6187 Gambleton place. His devoted 
wife held him in her arms for hours be- 


fore the dread visitor came to claim its 
own, and the passing from life to death 
was so peaceful that ehe did not know 
when the aoul she loved took its filght. 

Disappointments and defeats were met 
by Dr. Adams with a grim determination 
not to be crushed, and when he faced 
death it was with the eame calm resolu- 
tion. 

Dr. Adams will always be remembered as 
an inventor. To hundreds of persons the 
prefix to his name meant nothing more 
than an honorary title." He will be_ fre- 
membered by hundreds who believed in 
him as the man who Invented the present 
method of applying electricity to the 
propulsion of street cars. Though the 
courts declared against him, these devoted 
friends cannot be convinced that he was 
not cheated out of the reward of his ge- 
nius and labor. These friends backed him 
in his suit against the Lindell Railway 
Co. Dr. Adams and Prof. Francis E.. Nip- 
per of Washington University spent three 
years preparing for the legal battle. They 
conducted their own case in the main, col- 
lected the mass of evidence, much of it 
of the most intricate and technical nature, 
rrepared arguments, studied patent law, 
bat it was all in vain. The pattie which 
lasted five yeafrs-ended in defeat 

Had they won they would instantly have 
come into possession of one of the most 
valuable patent rights in existence. 

While this battle was on Dr. Adams con- 
ceived the idea of a fast electric air line 
between St. Louis and Chicago. It was to 
cost $8,000,000, and half that sum was sub- 
scribed when the panic of 1893 came and 
swept away the opportunity. Dr. Adams 
never recovered from this .shock. In the de- 
lirium of his last illness he called aloud 
the name of those who were associated 
with him in the project. 

Dr. Adams was born June 21, 1856, at 
Brooklyn, N. Y. He went to Washingtor 
when a child and served several years as a 
page in the Senate. He attended a night 
schoo}, and later went te Georgetown Uni- 
versitv, where he stud‘ed medicine. Hie 
practice i very little, turning his attention 
to electricity. 

March 4, 1854, he married Miss Susie 
back, daughter of Col. Alonzo Slay-
